A series of questions on a letter 
sent by Leonard to his future bride 
in September, 1921, brought out 
the story of his infatuation. The 
letter was the first of a mass of 
missives that Davis has threatened 
to introduce. It gtold of young 
Rhinelander’s loneliness and was 
filled with many endearing terms. 

“Was Infatuated.” 

“Are these the terms a 
would use if he were not in 
with a woman?’’ asked Davis. —_ 
was infatuated with her and en- 
joyed her association,” Rhinelan- 
der responded. 

Rhinelander admitted that he 
had taken the initiative in the leve- 
making, but insisted that he had 
had no experience with women be- 
fore. 

“When you were playing with 
this girl,’’ Davis then asked, ‘‘did 
you have marriage in mind?” “No.” 
said Rhinelander in a low voice. 

Davis also brought out that 
Leonard had played cards ,with 
Robert Brooks and his wife, Emily, 
although he knew Brooks was a 
negro and Alice's brother-in-law. 

“So you were willing to associate 
with colored people if they were 
Alice's relatives?”

Rhinelander admitted that he 
had live@ with his wife several 
days gfter the . newspapers had 
called her a negress. Severa! 
times before their marriage, he 
testified. Alice told him she was 
white. 

Al Jolson, black-faced comedian, 
took the witness stand at the out- 
set today and denied that he had 
ever seen her at a summer resort 
in 1922, as she had represented in 
a letter to Rhinelander. 

Jolson took the stand in his 
midst of cross-examination of 
young Rhinelander at the request 
of Isaac N. Mills, the plaintiff’s 
attorney. Jolson denied that he 
had been in Paul Smiths, N. Y., 
in the Adirondack Mountains, at 
the time that Alice wrote Leonard 
she had met him and found him 
‘some flirt with the girls.”’ 

‘I never in my life even saw 
either the defendant or the plain- 
tiff,’’ said Jolson.

, men. 


To this end, a motion will be 
made at the start of the session 
adoption of the rules, not of 
the preceding Congress, as would 
be customary, but of the Congress 
which met four years Ago. 
Having this year, as they believe, 
a safe working majority over the 
combined forces of the Insurgents 
and the Democrats, the  old-line 
leaders, headed by the new speaker, 
Nicholas Longsworth, intend to 
press their advantage to the ut- 
most. They will endeavor to deal 
with the rules as if the last Con- 
gress had never existed. 
Particularly Obnoxious Rule. 
Parti¢ularly obnoxious to them 


is the rule which permits 150 mem- 
bers of the House, on petition, to 
bring to the floor a bill which is 
being sat upon by a eommittee. 
The regulars intend to get rid of 
this rule—the heart of the reform 
put through by the Insurgents—— 
even if they should have to knuckle 
under on something else. 

If their full hopes are realized, 
they will concede nothing. The 
plan, in other words, is to take 
hack everything that the  Insur- 
gents, at the point of a gun, wrest- 
ed frém the regulars in the rules 
battle of 1923. The House is to 
be organized on a “safely Repub- 
ican” basis. 

Not only are the liberalized rules 
to be thrown overboard, but each 
of the key committees is to be giv- 
en a safe majority of Republicans 
over the Democrats and the In- 
surgents.

misrepresentations, ig being inves- 
| ‘tigated by the grand jury. 

As head of the Alligator business, 
Aloe will replace Forrest Ferguson, 
president of that company, who, 
with Murray Carleton, president of 
| the Carleton Dry Goods Co., is held 
responsible by banker creditors for 
the falsification of credit state- 
ments which made the Ferguson- 
McKinney crash so disastrous to 

reditors.

Upon application of Receiver 
‘ioe, Judge Davis appointed For- 
est C. Donnell, who was the late 
senator Spencer’s law partner, as 
attorney for the receiver.

THIRD PRISON TERM GIVEN

for an automobile killing, is the 
third man to receive a penitentiary 
sentence here for such an offense. 
Hollis pleaded guilty before Cir- 
euit Judge Landwehr to charges of 
manslaughter in connection with 
the killing of Edward C. Buchmue!l- 
ler of 4537 Fair avenue on Aug. 
°§ last. and of felonious flight in 
driving away from tha scene after 
his car had knocked Buchmueller 
down at Jefferson and Shenandoah 
avenues. 

Hollis was employed at the time 
as an attendant at Lutheran Hos- 
pital. He was arrested after de- 
tectives had found his blue touring 
a garage near the institu- 
Policemen were assisted in 
a description of the 


car in 
ition. 
'their search by 
machine, including the fact it bore 
a Louisiana license. Subsequently 
Hollis admitted he had stolen the 
car in Louisiana. 

The others who have been sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary here for 
o deaths were Arthur Rickman, 
who was sentenced. for two 
920 for manslaughter in 
the fatal injury of Mrs. Martha 
Springli, and George Dean, who 
also got two years on April, 1923, 
for the death of Floyd Cavanaugh 
as the result of an auto injury. 

A survey of Circuit Court rec- 
ords shows that in addition to 
these three, 14 mén have been sen- 
tenced to terms in the workhouse 
for auto deaths or felonious 
wounding. Still another man gota 
jail sentence for an auto death.

They 
are very warlike and have engaged 
in bloody conflicts with their 
Chrisitian neighbors, the Maronites. 
There have been reports recently 
that they were being joinea by the 
Moslems in their revolt against the 
French.) 

Moslem leaders say they have 
given strict orders for their people 
not to molest Christians, but Insist 
that they are unable to guarantee 
such protection unless the French 
discontinue their practice of arm- 
ing volunteers. The Imams, or

Have the People Forgotten’? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
RMISTICE day has again passed on 
We recall that day of days, Nov. 11, 
1918, when a huge 200-pound young fel- 
low who said he was from St. Louis 
rushed into our camp and shouted in a 
loud voice, the armistice is signed! The 


armistice is signed! His accent was on} 


the second syllable and his pronunciation 


of the word armistice was wrong, but he 
was right in his contention that it was 
signed. 

Almost all of my life was spent in an 
Eastern State and my experience has 
been that people have almost entirely 
forgotten the ex-service men. To me it 
seers like it was 15 years ago since Nov. 
11, 1918, but it has only been seven years 
When in the army service I had a feel- 
ing that being a defender of my country, 
that when I received my honorable dis- 
charge the fact that I was an ex-soldier 
would help me. It never has hurt me 
any I don’t believe and neither has it 
helped me any. I never lost but one job 
and that one not so long ago and the 
fact that I was an ex-service man 
amounted to nothing. If I would grade 
$0 per centin physical efficiency (I never 
Was an overly strong man) before the 
war, my rating today is only about 45 or 
50 per cent in my estimation, or about 
one half of a man. Two hard months 
of influenza was the major cause of this 
in my honest opinion. One young mar- 
ried man, a friend of mine, at one time 
a Jack Dempsey type of man, 6 feet tall 
and 180 pounds, looks like the grave- 
yard today. .He claimed he couldn't get 
compensation. Pays some one else to do 
the hard part of his work out of his own 
wages and has a wife and child to sup- 
port. I could mention several other cases 
My belief is that people forget quickly.

Safety Device for Raltilroads. 
(To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

PROPOS your editorial regarding the 

disastrous wreck on the Pennsylvania 
lines in which 10 persons lost their lives 
on account of the failure of the engineer 
to see the red signal in a heavy fog, a 
successful device that automatically stops 
trains as they pass a semaphore in case 
the track ahead is not clear is now in 
operation on some roads. Had this ée- 
vice been in operation on that part of 
the road, the accident would not have 
Occurred.

law Italy will have abandoned all pretense at par- 
liamentary government and Mussolini's dictatorship 
will become legal and absolute. The new bill makes 
Parliament a dead letter in theory as it is now in 
fact, and releases Mussolini from all responsibility to 
the people. He will be answerable only to the King, 
and no repudiation of his actions or policies by a ma- 
jority of the legislators will have any effect what- 


Cabinet. 

Besides, the new bill will hedge the figure of the 
Premier in a kind of sacro-sanctity. Persons who 
criticise him either in print or by word of mouth 
will be guilty of a penal offense punishable by as 
much as 30 months’ imprisonment. This section of 
the new bill implies that any such criticism is con- 
trary to the good of the State. It means that there 
is one individual in Italy who is set apart from the 
remainder of humanity. 

Many attempts to justify the high-handed rule of 
Mussolini have been made on the grounds of expedi- 
ency. The post-war period found the country of Gari- 
baldi and Cavour well on the way to the bow-wows. 
Industry was stagnant, and politics was in the hands 
of grafters and blunderers. The menace of bolshey- 
ism was very real. Mussolini, through the use of 
ruthless force, has put Italy on its feet. 

Even assuming that the end justifies the means, to 
perpetuate and legalize such power as Mussolini 
wields is to revert to the governmental philosophy of 
the dark ages. It has been said that “a despotism 
with an angel on the throne is the ideal govern- 
ment.” Perhaps, in the frenzied adoration of Mus. 
solini which now possesses the Italians, that man 
appears in winged and haloed glory. Perhaps they 
are even prepared to deify him before his death, as 
their forebears did the great Augustus. It is hard to 
reach any other explanation of a proposal whieh vio- 
lates every concept of modern government.

An historian reminds us that last week 
was the anniversary of the occasion upon 
which the Osage Indians ceded to the 
United States all that part of Missouri lying 
south of the Missouri River. The cession 
was made under treaty maneuvered by Gen. 
William Clark, who knew something about 
getting rid of peaceful barbarians and 
bringing in warlike Europeans. The Osageg 
owned all the region between the Missouri 
and Arkansas rivers lying along the west 
bank of the Mississippi. They held the 
Ozarks, which were their hunting ground. 
They were said by Catlin and other observ- 
ers to have been the tallest of all the 
North American Indians, men of six feet be- 
ing common and men of seven feet not un- 
usual. They probably got tall trying to see 
over the ridges, as you can well believe by 
going quail shooting in the Ozarks and try- 
ing to watch where the birds go. At any 
rate, old ‘“‘Red Bill,” as the General was 
known, showed up at the rendezvous with a 
gunny sack filled with knickknacks from 
one of the 10-cent stores over on Washing- 
ton avenue, and he bagged all the real es- 
tate the Osages had. They were a pastoral, 
peaceful people who had not had a war 
since the Meramec Spring began to flow. 
Clark got them moved to the Indian terri- 
tory, and opened Missouri to somebody who 
could firht. lt was then we began to have 
feuds, border ruffians, guerillas, bandits, 
gunmen, payroll robbers, etc., etc. Most of 
the land taken from the Osages isn’t worth 
$19 an acre today, but the coal and oil 
lands we moved them on in Oklahoma have 
made them the richest nation on earth. No 
Osage ever sits down and thinks tearfully 
of when he owned St. Louis County. He has 
something better. Meanwhile the white 
people in the Ozarks are probably the poor 
est people on earth.

Highway Remains Mean- 
deringly the Same as Val- 
ley Is Torn by Contro- 
versy Over Route. 


In 1879 a petition was filed with 
the St. Louis County Court asking 
a change in the route of the Fox 
Creek road. Forty-six years passed, 
filled with continuous litigation as 


to where the road should lie, and 
yesterday a protest was filed to the 
eleventh petition asking the Coun- 
ty Court to change the road’s route 
to the east side of Fox Creek. 

In 1879. as now, those on the 
west side of Fox Creek wanted the 
road to run entirely on their side, 
those on the east preferring the 
eastern bank, while the road, in an 
impartial way, twined now on this 
side of the creek and now on the 
other. And though 46 years have 


| passed, with hearing after hearing 
before bewildered county courts, 
the issue and the road remains the 
‘same. The case will again be heard 
by County Court on Nov. 24.

To show on what an equa! plane 
the teams of the different districts 
play, something of the record is 
interesting now that the season is 
about over. Nebraska, defeated by 
both Missouri and Drake, within 
the Valley Conference, was able to 
stop Grange and Illinois, 14 to 0. 
This team also held Washington, 


undefeated leader of the Pacific 
Coast, 6 to 6. 

Missouri tied Tulane, the unde- 
feated and sensational team of the 
South, which easily defeated 
Northwestern in the Western Con- 
ference. Kansas Aggies defeated 
Marquette and on Thanksgiving 
day Nebraska will play Notre 
Dame. 


No Sectional Superiority. 
These intersectional contests, 
with their evidence that football is 
played with about as much skill 
in one section as in another, also 


broaden the knowledge and vision 
of various districts. 

Five substantial stadiums have 
been completed in the Missouri 
Valley Conference, and Missouri is 
now building one to seat 66,000. 
This added capacity will give fur- 
ther incentive to the scheduling of 
important and outstanding inter- 
sectional games in the future. 

In the Valley Conference, Mis- 
souri, by her win over Oklahoma, 
continues the only undefeated 
team. Drake, with only one de- 
feat, is the only other team with 
championship possibilities. If Mis- 
souril should fail before Kansas, 
next Saturday, then Drake, if vic- 
torious in her game, could claim 
a tie, since the two teams have not 
met. 

The Kansas-Missouri battle goes 
back 84 years and is the historic 
game of the section, arousing not 
only institutional interest but state
